Many CROPS IN NEW TORK AND F8NNSYL 


VANIA RUINED BY FLOODS. 
The only report so tar received i? re­ 
garding the destruction wrought to the 
growing crop by the great ti Jo.I, the 
large acreage greatly damaged or entire­ 
ly ruined, of ground alrea ly to receive 
the plants, and the mauy instances of 
loss of the ’SS crop, which a large num­ 
ber cf growers bad not jet sold but 
which was in case awaiting a purchaser. 
From Hornellsville on tho west to Bing- 
hampton at tho eastern boundary of this 
district, and from Ithaca on the not th 10 
Elkland and Westfield on the south comes 
the same story cf the almost total debtruc 
tion of the crop set (about 25 per cent. ) 
and the most incalculable damage to 
farms over the entire area. Many grow­ 
ers not only lost the results of their work 
already done, aud are obliged to banish 
all idea of a crop this seater, owing to 
the badly washed condition of their 
fields; but in many cases they have suf­ 
fered the further loss of the entire stock 
of old tobacco en hand. Ore grower

loss is the almost total destruction of 
seed beds, sash and plants having gone 
in the general'smash.

proved a fruitful source of revenue for 
Heir owners, are now covered with a 
coating several feet in thickness of rive*

The 
loss to growers cannot be estimated, but 
it will be hundreds of thousands of dol­ 
lars. Lack cf mail ccmmunioation with 
many points have made it impossible to 
ascertain tho names and amount of dam- 
egea sustained but the probability is tb&t 
there is not am en whose land feces the 
river or are not situated upon the second 
beach, but what has lest heavily.
